FOREWORD 


Mostly in the 1960s and ‘70s, co-founder of Coco Records, Harvey Averne produced 
a slew of iconic Latin music albums for artists such as Machito, Eddie Palmieri, Orquesta 
Broadway, Danny Rivera, Eydie Gorme and many others. He drew on experience having 
worked for a number of record labels including United Artists and Fania Records. In a 
recent conversation on the importance of “arranging” music, we exchanged several 
thoughts. In a radio interview, I had heard the legendary singer Frank Sinatra’s take on 
arranging. He had the utmost respect for his arrangers. His view of the arrangement was 
that “it was the bed.” I was fortunate enough to see Sinatra live in concert several times. 
Either before or after each song he sang, Frank would credit the songwriter and arranger. 

In paraphrasing Averne’s response, he shared several thoughts. “I understand what 
Frank is saying about the ‘bed.’ But it goes beyond that. First, there is the Composer. 
Next, comes the Arranger. And if you think about it, the Arranger is the most important 
person in the production. He is like a baseball manager putting a game plan into motion; 
setting the parameters in which all participants may create. He tells the ballplayers when 
to bunt or hit away. He tells the defense, where to stand on the ball field. The Arranger 
tells all of the musicians what notes to play and when; whether to play loud or soft, slow 
or fast; where to breathe or rest.” 

Composed by Moises Simons, a popular Fatin evergreen such as “El Manicero” has 
been recorded countless times in very different versions. The difference maker is the 
Arranger. During his seventy plus years as a saxophonist, composer and arranger, New 
York bom, Puerto Rican musician Ray Santos has been one of the leading creative forces 
in Fatin music. 


This slim booklet is meant to be a reference source, a starting place for those interested 
in studying Ray Santos’ music legacy. Most likely, Ray is one of only two arrangers (the 
other being conguero Frankie Colon) to arrange music for the “Big Three” of the New 
York Mambo Era: Machito & His Afro-Cubans, Tito Puente and Tito Rodriguez. Santos’ 
experiences are unique in having worked with musicians such as: Cesar Concepcion, 
Noro Morales, Beny More, Fecuona Cuban Boys, Pete Terrace, Eddie and Charlie 
Palmieri, Eos Hispanos Quartet, Nat King Cole, Tony Bennett, Candido Camero, Julio 
Iglesias, Finda Ronstadt, Jon Secada and the list keeps on going. 

Through his compositions and arrangements, Santos was one of the architects of the 
1950s New York Mambo sound. During the 1970s and ‘80s, Ray was one of a handful of 
arrangers to play a significant role in the development of “Salsa” in Puerto Rico with his 
work for musicians such as: Tommy Olivencia, Willie Rosario, Marvin Santiago, Falo 
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Rodriguez, Frankie Ruiz, Orquesta La Solucion, La Salsa Mayor, etc. His interest in Jazz 
made him one of the leading contributors to the field of Latin Jazz. Proudly, Santos’ 
inspired long-durational Palladium Mambo Suite would stand alongside any of Duke 
Ellington’s much celebrated Jazz suites. 

Prior to March 2018, Latin Grammys for arrangers did not exist as an award category. 
And yet, Ray’s arrangements were crucial to past award nominated or winning albums by 
the likes of Machito, Eddie Palmieri, Tito Puente, Paquito D’Rivera, Linda Ronstadt and 
Jon Secada. He arranged nine out of the sixteen tunes on the Mambo Kings soundtrack. 


This reference booklet contains a career timeline, and listings on arrangements and 
compositions. Given that these listings are in the form of tables, an index has been 
omitted to avoid redundancy. The most unique listing is the one on his recorded 
arrangements. Ray himself reviewed the recordings and listings. Despite his advanced 
age of 90, Santos still possesses a sharp memory. As of this writing, the approximate tally 
is: 160 albums, containing 514 recorded arrangements (excluding subsequent recordings 
of essentially the same arrangement, e.g., Sunny Ray, Azulito, etc.); plus another dozen 
arrangements that have had a publicized public performance, but no recording. 

Undoubtedly, there are arrangements uncounted. In the 1950s, Ray created charts for 
at least 10 RCA Victor recording sessions for bandleader/ pianist Noro Morales. He could 
only remember a handful of these titles. Details are unavailable for sessions involving 
bandleader Ralph Font and a Tico Records date with singer Yayo El Indio. Also, Ray 
created countless arrangements over many decades for musicians that were used in 
concert, but not recorded. Moreover, as of this writing, there are recording projects that 
will be released after this work is published. The master keeps working on his craft. 

I wish to thank a number of people who provided assistance during my research into 
Ray’s career and music legacy. Whether big or small, their help was greatly appreciated: 
Ray Santos; his daughters Rhynna and Carmen; Latin music commentator Louis Laffitte; 
music researcher Richie Blondet; Latin music collector-blogger Miguel Flores; veteran 
saxophonists Pete Miranda and A1 Acosta; and musician-educators Ray Vega, Dr. 
William Rodriguez and Dr. Luis Mojica. 


Special thanks to Ms. Vicki Sola, program director/ host of the 30 year plus radio 
show, Que Viva La Musica, with Vicki Sold (WFDU 89.1 FM; www.wfdu.fm) . In 
February 2017, I proposed producing a 4 hour radio special on Ray Santos. Vicki gave 
me an enthusiastic green light. This started me on an illuminating journey of research. 
Most of that research is contained in this booklet.

***In 1977, Ray rented an office with guitarist “Mento-King (?),” along a music strip on Calle Cerra, 
Santurce, Puerto Rico. This area included offices by bandleaders, record distributors and other musicians 
such as Bobby Valentin, Willie Rosario and Justo Betancourt. Also in this area, there existed “Viera 
Discos” (aka “Catedral De La Musica”) a record distributorship owned by Rafael Viera. At a later date 
and after a fire destroyed most of Ray’s office, singer Justo Betancourt gave Ray his office. Between 
1977-84, in addition to sideman, hotel gigs, Ray became a general purpose, independent record 
producer/ executive. He would serve as a contractor, musical director and/ or arranger.
